Odessa, November 2.—Anarchy is ram- 
pant here. Killing and plundering by the 
bands formed of hundreds 
continued this morning. Attacks on the 
Jews are incessant. \ 

The nights are made hideous, bodies 
of “loyalists,” with whom the police are 
fraternizing, marching through the prin- 
cipa] streets bearing national flags, por- 
traits of the emperor and ikons, singing 
the national hymn, smasning everything 
in their way and looting shops and 
houses,

ed, wounded and mutilated. The popula- 
tion is panic-stricken. 

The city rings with the reports of rifles 
and revolvers, and occasionally a volley 
ig fired. nivery house and tenement 1s 
polted and barred. The infantry patrols 
are doing their duty perfunctorily, ae- 
clining to fire on the mobs unless yey 
themselves are attacked, 

The Cossacks are said to have lost over 
a hundred men by bombs and shots from 
windows. Cossack patrols carry car 
bines. and have their tingerg on the trig: 
gers. The streets are absolutely unsafe 
for civilians.

General Kaulbars was called to the 
halcony of the palace this morning by 
5,000 loyalists carrying imperial portraits 
and ikons and singing the national hymn, 
The general earnesuy entreateg the as- 
semblage to disperse and g0 home, but 
with ringing cheers the loyalists resumed 
marching through the city. 

The sound of firing is again moving 
westward toward the Jewish quarte™. 

The mobs swear they will not leave a 
single Jew alive. 

Terrible Vengeance Wreaked. 

The troops wreaked terrible vengeance 
on the residents of three nouses from tne 
balconies of which shots were fired by 
unknown persons on the soldiers. The 
Jatter immediately stormed the house, 
and with unheard-of barbarity massacréd 
all the inhabitants. 

It is persistently asserted that the un- 
known persons who fired on the troops 
were disguised policemen who purposely 
provoked the troops. The city is a dis- 


mal sight. The streets are filled with Cos- 


gack patfolg and Nying detachments 0! 
the Red Cross which follow the bands of 
murderous rioters. The firing has been 
uninterrupted the whole day, and still 
continues as this dispatch is filed. Many 
hundreds have been killed or wounded. 

The Cosgacks eagerly attack the stu- 
@ent militia, which is courageously try- 
ing to stem the bands who are massa- 
creing an® pillaging principally in the 
Jewish quarter. The looters openly di- 
vide the goods, the Cossacks in many 
cases participating in proceeds of the 
robberies. 

The rector of the unfversity has sent 
a telegram to Count Witte impboring him 
to immediately dismiss Governor Rein- 
hardt, who is held responsible for the 
outbreak, as otherwise a catastrophe is 
unavoidable. Count Writte’s answer has 
not yet been received. 

The city is In a dreadful state of panic, 
Even the telegraph offices were closed 
most of the day, for the first thme since 
they opened. 

The massacre of Jews continues. They 
are being hunted down In the streets and 
shot and beaten, while their shops are 
given over to pillage 

The streets are in possession of a wild, 
disorderly mob of roughs. Several bombs 
have been thrown.

Needed Money Badly. 


On the morning of September 19, last, 
two days before the dismembere@ body 
of Susan Geary was found, Howarg called 
at Dr. Bishop’s place to see Crawford. 
Howard said he needed money badly at 
the time, and when Crawford suggested 
that he was in a position to get him a 
good fee, he quickly jumpéd at the 
chance. 

“Now, I’ve got a chance to let fou 
make a good piece of money,” Crawford 
is alleged to have said to Howard, ‘‘dhly 
you want to be -nighty careful and kéep 
your mouth shut. One of our patients 
is dead, and we have got to get rid of 
the body; we've got to get rid of it by al! 
means, and without delay.’’ 

Then he went on to tell Howard, accord- 
ing to the confession, that a gir] had died 
from the effects of an operation. He 
explained in detail] what wag required— 
to remove the remains to some spot where 
they would not be discovered for some 
time. 

‘“‘How much ig there in it?’ Howard says 
he asked. 

“One hundred dollars,’’ answered Craw- 
ford, and immediately, Howard says, they 
closeq the deal. They made an appoint- 
ment to meet at the hospital next day, 
and Crawford kept Howard there until 9 
o’clock, when Crawford handed Howard 
a small hand satehel, the latter says, 
while Crawford himself carried a dress 
suit case, 

Howard was told What was in the 
bag and the satchel, but was assured that 
no suspicion would be attracted to them.

ferry, and on the way Crawford explaineg 
that they would throw the body into the 
harbor at the first opportunity. 

Dropped Head From Ferry. 

They succeeded in dropping the satchel 
which contained the girl's head and the 
suit case overboard from a ferry->un- 
observed.

Crawford gave him some more money, 
he says, and told him that he intended 
to get out, too, and that he would ac- 
company him to New York. On Septem- 
ber 22 they came to New York. Shortly 
afterwards the police of this olty receiv- 
ed a message from the Boston author- 
ities asking them to look out for Craw- 
ford, who, it was belleved, could throw 
some light on the mystery.

Anderson, S. C., November 2,—Mrs. 
Maude Broadwick, wife of Charles Broad- 
wick, an aeronaut with Kiauei s Southern 
Carnival Company, fel] from a balloon 
here this afternoon and was instantly 
Killed. 

Mrs. Broadwick was an experienced bal. 
| loontist herself and had made two ascen- 
— while here, but was not to go up 
this afternoon. Her husband was to make 
| the ascension and parachute drop, and she 
| was standing by to give the signal to 
|cut the ropes, when all was ready. 

She gave the signal al] right, and when 
the balloon shot up into the air she was 
|seen hanging to the ropes between the bal. 
| loon and the parachute. After she had 
| reached“ a distance of 200 or 300 feet 
| She dropped to the earth, striking on the 
|hard ground, and was instantly killed, 
| The balloon went straight up into the 
|}air and she fell within a few feet of the 
spot where she ascended. About 1,000 
persons witnessed the tragedy. 

Broadwick, who was fastened into the 
parachute with a belt, went up some 
distance higher and then cut loose and 
descended in safety. 

Was It Suicide? 
| Most of the-earnival people’ are inclined 
to the opinion that Mrs. Broadwick’s 
death was due to suicide rather than 
an accident. They Say Broadwick and 
his wife had been quarreling for a week 
or more, and this, together with the 
fact that she was an experienced aero- 
) nat, and there were no projecting ropes 
about the balloon harness liable to én 
rtangle a person, lead them to the Suicide 
theory. . 

Broadwick admits that he and his wife 
had quarreled, but says they had made up 
as they had done before. He Says, though, 
that she knew all! about balloons and that 
he does not see how she could have be- 
come accidentally entangled in the ropes 
He has been in the balloon business fif- 
teen years and says his wife has been in 
the business eight years and says. she 
was quite an expert. He says that as she 
fell’ she called to him to catch her, but 
that he coitlq not do so. He thinks it 
was an accident and not suicide. Broad- 
wick says Cincinnati is his home,

The infantry patrols 
are doing their duty perfunctorily, ae- 
‘clining to fire on the mebs unless per 
themselves are attacked. 

The Cossacks are said to have lost ovér 
a hundred men by bombs and shots from 
windows: Cossack patrols carry car 
bines, and have their tingerg on the trig- 
gers. The streeta are absolutely unsafe 
for civilians.

Terrible Vengeance Wreaked. 

The troops wreaked terrible vengeance 
on the residents of three nouses from tne 
balconies of which shots were fired by 
wnknown persons on the soldiers. The 
Jatter immediately stormed the house, 
and with unheard-of barbarity massacréd 
all the inhabitants. 

It is persistently asserted that the un- 
known persons who fired on the troops 
were disguised policemen who purposely 
provoked the troops. The city is a dis- 
mal sight. The streets are filled with Cos- 
@#ack patrols and Nying detachments oO! 
the Red Cross which follow the bands of 
murderous rioters. The firing has been 
uninterrupted the whole day, and still 
continues as this dispatch is filed. Many 
hundrede have been killed or wounded. 

The Cosgacks eageriy attack the stu- 
@ent militia, which is courageously try- 
ing to stem the bands who are massa- 
creing and pillaging princtpally im the 
Jewish quarter. The looters openly di- 
vide the goods, the Cossacks in many 
cases participating in proceeds of the 
robberies. 

“The rector of the unfversity has sent 
a telegram to Count Witte implboring him 
to immediately dismiss’ Governor Rein- 
hardt, who is held responsible for the 
outbreak, as otherwise a catastrophe is 
unavoidable. Count Writte’s answer has 
not yet been received. ’ 

The city is in a dreadful state of panic, 
Even the telegraph offices were closed 
most of the day, for the first time since 
they opened. 

The massacre of Jews continues. They 
are being hunted .down in the atreets and 
shot and beaten, while their shops are 
given over to pillage 

The streets are in pssession of a wild, 
disorderly mob of roughs. Several bombs 
have been thrown.

Needed Money Badly. 


On the morning of September 19, last, 
two days before the dismembered body 
of Susan Geary was found, Howarg called 
at Dr. Bishop’s place to see Crawford. 
Howard said he needed money badly at 
the time, and when Crawford suggested 
that he was in a position to get him a 
good fee, he quickly jumped agt the 
chance. 

“Niow, I’ve got a chance to let Au 
make a good piece of money,” Crawford 
is alleged to have said to Howard, ‘‘dhly 
you want to be -nighty careful and keep 
your mouth shut. One of our patients 
is dead, and we have got to get rid of 
the body; we've got to get rid of it by al] 
means, and without delay.’’ 

Then he went on to tell Howard, accord- 
ing to the confession, that a girl had died 
from the effects of an operation. He 
explained in detai] what wags required— 
to remove the remains to some spot where 
they would not be: discovered for some 
time. 

‘‘How much ig there in it?’’ Howard says 
he asked. 

“One hundred dollars,’’ answered Craw- 
ford, and immediately, Howard says, they 
closeq the deal. They made an appoint- 
ment to meet at the hospital next day, 
and Crawford kept Howard there until 9 
o’clock, when Crawford handed Howard 
a small hand sate¢ehel, the latter says, 
while Crawford himself carried a dress 
suit case. 

Howard was told What was in the 
bag and the satchel, but was assured that 
no suspicion would be attracted to them. 
Then they started for the East Boston 
ferry, and on the way Crawford explaineg 
that they would throw the body into the 
harbor at the first opportunity. 

Dropped Head From Ferry. 

They succeeded in dropping the satchel 
which contained the girl's head and the 
suit case overboard from a ferry un- 
observed. Then they returned and got 
another suit case, which was also drop- 
ped from a ferry. Howard was paid 
$90, Crawford withholding $10. Two days 
later Howard was startled when Le heard 
newsboys calling out about the grewsome 
find of a dismembered body in a suit 
case, and immediately he went to the 
hospital and told Crawford that he was 
scared, ang wanted to leave town. 

Crawford gave him some more money, 
he says, and told him that he intended 
to get out, too, and that he would ac- 
company him to New York. On Septem- 
ber 22 they came to New York. Shortly 
afterwards the police of this olty receiv- 
ed a message from the Boston author- 
ities asking them to look out for Craw- 
ford, who, it was belfeved, could throw 
some light on the myst@ry.

Broadwick, who was fastened into the 
yparachute with a belt, went up some 
distance higher and then cut loose and 
descended in safety. 


Was It Suicide? 

Most of the-earnival people are inclined 
to the opinion that Mrs. Broa ck’s 
death was due to suicide rather than 
an accident. They say Broadwick and 
his wife had been quarreling for a week 
or more, and this, together with the 
fact that she was an experienced aero- 
naut, and there were no projecting ropes 
about the balloon harness liable to an. 
tangle a person, lead them to the Suicide 
theory, 

Broadwick admits that he 
had quarreled, but says they had made yp 
as they had done before. He Says, though, 
that she knew all about balloons and that 
he does not see how she could have be- 
come accidentally entangled in the ropes 
He has been in the balloon business fif- 
teen years and says his wife has been in 
the business eight years and Says. she 
was quite an expert.
